Tehran sets out its San Army toid 


‘criteria for peace’ 


• GENEVA, Aug 26, (Agen- 
cies): Iran today seemed to be 
taking an early uncom- 
promising line in the UN- 
sponsored peace talks with 
Iraq, pressing for the swift 
formation of an independent 
body to assign blame for the 
war and sticking to a border 
treaty that has been 
unilaterally renounced by the 
Baghdad leaders. 

The Gulf foes resumed face- 
to-face talks this evening after 
meeting separately earlier in a 
move which had sparked 
diplomatic speculation their 
efforts to achieve a Gulf war 
peace had run into trouble. 

“How long this meeting is 
. going to last I cannot tell you." 

' UN spokesman Francois 
Giuliani told reporters at 6 pm 
(1600 GMT). “It has just got 
under way a few minutes ago.

Plan 


After a 2-1/2 hour formal 
opening session yesterday, the 
two sides left the negotiating 
chamber and met separately, 
with UN officials shuttling bet- 
ween the delegations. 

The talks at arm's length 
prompted speculation ■ among 
diplomats that Iranian Foreign 
Minister AJi Akbar Velayati and 
his Iraqi counterpart, Tareq 
Aziz, hita snag in trying to thrash 


out ways of implementing a UN- 
sponsored peace plan. 

“Things are not going bril- 
liantly well," a Western diplomat 
said, adding that Iran and Iraq 
differed on the order in which the 
UN peace plan should be tack- 
led. 

But UN officials insisted the 
talks were going normally. 

Perez de Cuellar met the two 
ministers before the direct talks 
resumed. 

Tehran's position in the talks 
was laid out in a brief public 


statement by Velayati on the 
second day of the negotiations 
aimed at a settlement widely 
predicted to be months, if not 
years away. 

Velayati named three Iranian 
“valid criteria” for reaching a 
“comprehensive, just and hon- 
ourable peace." They included 
the UN ceasefire Resolution 598. 
an “outline plan" prepared by 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar for implement- 
ing the resolution, and the 1975 
Algiers Treaty between Iran and 


Iraq that was designed to settle 
centuries of border disputes bet- 
ween the two countries. That 
treaty was repudiated by 
President Saddam Hussein on 
Sept 17. 1980. 

Velayati did not elaborate on 
the “outline plan” in his brief 
statement in front of more than 
100 reporters at the Geneva UN 
office. But be was evidently refer- 
ring to a paper prepared by Perez 
de Cuellar last fall.

Israel, responding to a US 
protest, has said it will expel 
Palestinian activists only in 
exceptional cases. 

The Foreign Ministry yester- 
day evening formally replied to 
Washington’s warning that 
bilateral relations would be 
damaged if Israel went ahead 
with the expulsion of more Pales- 
tinians from the occupied 
territories. 

“We stressed that expulsions 
are unusual measures taken 
under unusual circumstances.”

Security Council 
to meet on 
chemical weapons 


UNITED NATIONS, Aug 26, 
(AP): The Security Council 
today called a meeting to den- 
ounce the use of chemical 
weapons in the Guff war. 

A draft of a British resolution 
offered to the council expressed 
dismay over the “continued use 
of chemical weapons in the con- 
flict beween Iran and Iraq. 

In New York yesterday. Sir 
Crispin Tickell. the British 
Ambassador to UN, said the 
issue of whether a denunciation 
of the use of chemical weapons 
would complicate the peace talks 
in Geneva “must in some respect 
be secondary. The Security 
Council must take a very clear 
position on the horrors of 
chemical warfare without regard 
to whoever has used them most 
recently."

Policeman 


jailed 10 
years for rape 


THE Criminal Court has senten- 
ced a non-Kuwaiti policeman to 
10 years* imprisonment with 
hard labour to be followed by 
deportation, for raping a female 
prisoner while transferring her 
from one police station to 
another. 

The policeman was told to 
take the prisoner from Dasma 
police station to Dahiyat 
Abdullah A1 Salem police sta- 
tion, where female prisoners are 
kepL 

According to the offtcer-in- 
charge, the accused after leaving 
the Dasma police station with the 
women at about 4.00 am. took 
her into the desert, where he beat 
her, caught her by the throat and 
raped her. 

They finally arrived at their 
destination at about 5.05 am. 
Later the accused changed the 
arrival time in the record book 
from S.05 am to 4.2S am. 

However, the woman reported 
her ordeal to officers there and 
the case was investigated. 

In the court, officers from both 
police stations testified that the 
accused was about one hoar late 
and that he altered his recorded 
arrival time. A medical examina- 
tion also proved that the wo man * 
was beaten and raped.

Terrorism 


Jacqueline Mutb. a freelance 
writer from West Virginia, said 
she met a seven-year-old girl in a 
refugee camp whose teeth were 
knocked out and lip split by sol- 
diers because she peeked out of 
her house during a curfew. 

She called the soldiers worse 
than animals. Her colleagues 
nodded in agreemenL 


“Evidently they have no cons- 
cience whatsoever.” she said. “I 
don't know how they can do 
these things." 

Norman Finkclstein. a 
political science professor at 
Brooklyn College, said that on 
his first day in Lhe West Bank 
Israeli plainclothes men shot 
dead a 12-year-old boy running 
beside him in the Jalazoun 
refugee camp. 

“I cannot imagine circumstan- 
ces that justify acts that can only 
be described as terrorism," he 
said, adding that the boy was 
running away at the time. “There 
is simply no excuse for the things 
that we saw." 

As the group left Jalazoun 
after meeting Palestinians, the 
Army imposed a curfew. 

“There was no pretence of giv- 
ing a reason for it." said Finkei- 
stein. “In my language, those 
curfews are taking villages hos- 
tage.” 

Israel today closed a key Pales- 


tinian trade union centre lor a 
year, saying it was involved in 
organising the uprising in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. * 

Two more Palestinians died, 
one struck by a military jeep and 


the other succumbing in hospital 
to Army gunfire -wounds, taking 


the deaihtoll in the eight-month- 
old revolt to at least 265 Palestin- 
ians and four Israelis. 


Inherited 


The closure, part of a damp- 
down using sweeping emergency 
powers inherited from pre-1948 
British rule in Palestine, was a 
blow to Palestinian efforts to 
establish parallel institutions in 
the occupied territories.

ISLAMABAD. Aug 26. 
(Reuter): Acting President 
Ghulam Khan declared, 
today that there would be no 
deviation on Pakistan's road to 
democracy and urged political 
leaders to co-operate. 

In a television address to mark 
the end of the 10-day mourning 
period for military President 
Mohammad Zia-ui-Haq, he 
urged people to forget their petty 
differences and bury their 
prejudices. 

Ishaq Khan. 73, said elections 
will be held on schedule on Nov 
and pledged that power would 
be handed over after polls in 
accordance with the constitu- 
tion. 


Meanwhile, the Pakistan 
Muslim League (PML), -which 
governed under2£a froijLj 986 to 
last May, split in two' A faction 
of Zia proteges including at least 
six current ministers met to 
choose a new party leadership. 

The rival faction led by former 
Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo. who was sacked by 
the late President in May, said 
the meeting was illegal. 


Conceded 


“I am sure that the election 
results will be accepted by the 
nation with an open mind,” be 
said. 


He was peaking a day after 
the new Army chief had thrown 
his support behind the elections 
and transition to a civilian gover- 
nment after Zia’s 1 1-year rule. 


The Muslim League was 
expected to offer the main 
challenge to opposition leader 
Benazir Bhutto's Pakistan Peo- 
ple's Party in the November polls 
and political observers said the 
split should improve her chances. 

PML membos said the party 
leadership had been offered to 
*shaq Khan, the Senate chair- 
man, in a bid to bridge the gap. 
He did not accept the offer. 

Some 8,000 people, including 
Afghan guerrillas, attended a 
rally in Rawalpindi to pay their 
respects to Zia at the end of the 


official mourning period- 

Lq his 15-minute address, 
. Ishaq Khan conceded that Pakis- 
tan, where the Army has seized 
power three times, had a' poor 
record of observing the constitu- 
tion. 

But the authorities had shown 
their determination in the 
peaceful transfer of power at 
Zia’s death on Aug 1 7. 

“We have a constitution and 
we have complete faith in 
democracy,” he said. “No depar- 
ture from the constitutional path 
is thus permissible.” 

“In all these difficult stages of 
the journey to democracy, I will 
need full co-operation from you 
and political leaders,” he told the 
nation. 

“I am sure that I will get from 
you not only prayers but your 


practical co-operation.”

Benazir and other opposition 
leaders have promised to support 
Ishaq Khan in following the con- 
stitution and seek to avoid any 
action which might antagonise 
the military.

NEW DELHI, Aug 26, (Reuter): 
Allegations of illicit sex and 


political muck-raking are emerg- 
ing in the Indian media as police 
investigate the murder of 
national badminton hero Syed 
Modi. 

ModTs widow. Ami La, was 
freed on bail today after being 
questioned for six days by detec- 
tives investigating who shot the 
25-year-old athlete on July 28 
after a training session in the 
north Indian city ofLucfcnow. 

The Press T-ust of India news 
agency said Amita, 24, was 
ordered not to leave New Delhi, 
where she had been interrogated 
by detectives from the Central 
Bureau of Investigation. 

Indian reporters have written ' 
that detectives investigating the 
case told them Amita was having 
an affair with family friend San- 
jay Singh, once close to Prune 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi but nowa 
leading opposition figure. 

Affair 

The detectives were quoted as 
saying the affair was revealed in 
diaries and letters seized from 
Modi's house and that a car in 
which the assassins travelled to 
kill Modi belonged to a close 
associate of Singh. 

Amita has described the 
reports as “a cock and bull 
story.” denying she had an affair 
with Singh and saymgshedidnot 
believe he was behind her fans- 1 
band's murder. 


He has accused Rajiv of frying 
to frame him because of- his 
involvement with the opposition 
Jan Morcha (people's front) set 
up by disenchanted former mem- 
bers of the prime minister’s rul- 
ing Congress (I) Party. 

Sanjay is married to a niece of 
Ylshwanalh Pratap Singh, foun- 
der erf’ the Jan Morcha.

“We will have to make right 
decisions as there is no room for 
ill-planned steps in such difficult 
situations," he said. 

Ishaq Khan, who as senate 
chairman assumed .the 
presidency under the constitu- 
tion, had said Lhe armed forces 
chiefs supported his commit- 
ment to constitutional rule. But 
Beg's one-hour speech was the 
first direct confirmation. 

Emergency 

The Army chief said he had 
agreed to Ishaq Khan's declara- 
tion of emergency on Zia's sud- 
den death so that no one could 
exploit the situation and harm 
the country. 

The armed forces would con- 
tinue this role till the elections 
and the establishment of an elec- 
ted government, APP quoted 
him as saying. It was not clear 
whether this meant the state of 
emergency would remain in force 
until November. 

A joint US-Pakistani team is 
investigating the plane crash, 
which Pakistani officials suspect 
was caused by a bomb, missile or 
technical sabotage. But no find- 
ings have yet been published 
officially.

Thousands rally in Rangoon to demand democracy 


Burmese regime near collapse 


RANGOON, Aug 26, (Reuter): 
The daughter of Burma's 
national hero Aung San deman- 
ded today that the socialist 
government resign immediately, 
as the regime appeared near 
collapse. 

But at a jubilant mass rally she 
also declared that discipline was 
essential to achieve democracy. 

“Democracy can only be 
obtained in a peaceful and 
unified way, “Aung San Suu Kyi, 
a rallying figure for the rampant 
opposition, told hundreds of 
thousands of people gathered on 
a slope beneath the gleaming gol- 
den Shwedagon Pagoda, Bur- 
ma's holiest Buddhist shrine. 

Referendum 

It was a day of high emotion 
and confusion among the 
throngs sweeping the capital, 
with diplomats sensing a grow- 
ing concern that the leaderless 
opposition could lose its way 
now that its goal of toppling the 
26-year socialist state was within 
reach. 

Aung San Suu Kyi, roared on 
by a crowd waving banners and 
flags, said unity must be main- 
tained between the people and 
the Army, which withdrew from 
the streets when martial law was 
lifted on Wednesday. 


The BBC said security forces 
opened fire to quell prison riots 
killing 1,000 inmates. 

It said prisoners set fire today 
to buildings at Insein jail, 13 
kilometres (eight miles) north of 
Rangoon. The prisoners demon- 
strated for the return of 
democracy. 

Maung Maung, leader of the 
ruling Burma Socialist 
Programme Parly (BSPP), 
bowed to the demands of the 
national uprising, setting a 
tin* "able for a referendum to 
approve restoration of the 
pluralist democracy abandoned 
after the 1 962 coup. 

Aung San Suu Kyi, one of 
several personalities emerging in 
the opposition, said it was too 
late for a referendum, proposed 
for Sept 12. 

“An interim government the 
people can trust must be formed 
to hold general elections as soon 
as possible,” she said. 

Her speech waspoorty heard 
through an inefficient public 
address system. It was delivered 
at the site of an historic speech by - 
Aung San himself in 1946, the 
year before he was assassinated 
in the run-up to independence 
from Britain. 

Heavy monsoon rains soaked 


the crowds and many went home, 
although thousands of others 
formed groups that danced and 
chanted their way through the 
old city's streets. 

The demonstrators have risen 
up across the country of nearly 
40 million people, defying 
threats and wild sireet shooting 
by the Army, to force two social- 
ist leaders from power in the last 
month. 

Diplomats said if the pressure 
was maintained on the tattered 
remains of Maung Maung's 
party and government, it would 
collapse. “I flunk it will go 
down,” a Western ambassadoi 
said. ' 

As police and intelligence units 
joined the 'marchers, another 
diplomat said: “It is more and 
more likely they will have to give 
up." 

Burma has been paralysed by 
the insurrection and a national 
strike. Rangoon port stood idle. 
No newspapers were published. 
Government officials marched 
with the demonstrators. Train 
and bus services were disrupted. 

“You could go so far as to say 
there is no administration in 
Rangoon any more and we are 
hearing the same from the other 
cities." the diplomat said.

UK censors 
reject demand 
for ban on 
Last Temptation 


LONDON, Aug 26, (AP): Brit- 
ish film censors on Thursday 
rejected demands by Chris- 
tian leaders to ban the con- 
troversial movie “The Last 
Temptation of Christ” and 
said it can be-shown without 
any cuts. 

Attorney-General Patrick May- 
hew, the government's senior 
law officer, said last week he 
was considering filing blas- 
phemy charges to prevent its 
showing in Britain. He has 
not yet announced a decision. 

But the 22-member British 
Board of Film Classification 
said after screening the film 
on Thursday that no British 
jury would find it blas- 
phemous and it can be shown 
to anyone over the age of 18. 

Themovie is ^plainly sincere and * 
the atmosphere reverent,** 
said a board statement. 

Chairman James Ferman said in 
the statement that the board 
had received legal advice 
before ruling on the film and 
had invited 28 “church peo- 
ple” to view it 

“While different views have been 
taken as to the film itself, it is 
dear that it has not been made 
in a spirit of malice, nor does it 
vilify Christ in his life or his 
cruafixioii,*' Ferman said.

Lebanese Muslims 
stage protest strike 


BEIRUT, Aug 26, (Reuter): 
Lebanese Muslims staged a gen-

Pro-Syrian Muslim leftist 
leaders called the stoppage which 
closed shops, offices, schools and 
most businesses in West Beirut 
and other Muslim and Druze 
areas around the country. 

Syrian-held Christian areas in 
north Lebanon were also affec- 
ted by the action, organised after 
Christian deputies failed to 
attend a parliamentary session- 
due to elect a successor for 
President Amin Gemayel last 
week.

The election was postponed

The pro-Syrian leaders 
accused the hardline Christian 
Lebanese Forces militia, the 
Army, the United States and 
Israel of sabotaging the poU, in 
which Syrian-backed Suleiman 
Franjieh was the front-runner. 


The pro-Syrian groups also 
demanded the abolition ofpoliti- 
da and sectarian domination by 
Christians of the judicial, 
executive and legislative bran- 
ches and the Army.

forces. 


The Burundian government, 
requesting outside help after a 
bloodbath in which it says 5,000 
people died, told of houses bur- 
ned, crops destroyed and shor- 
tages of food, clothes, tents and 
medicine, the diplomat said. 

The Foreign Affairs Ministry, 
in a circular to embassies in 
Bujumbura yesterday, said a 
three-month international effort 
was needed to help life gel back to 
normal in the areas where the 
killings had occurred.

Nurses said patients who heard 
the tapes made a belter than 
expected recovery and left 
hospital sooner than those 
who heard blank tapes. 

The 12-minute tapes advised 
patients how to cope after 
their operations and said: 
“You will not feel sick, you 
will not have any pain...” 

Patients also heard comments 
from surgeons such as, “the 
operation seems to be going 
very well and the patient is 
fine.” 


Afghan rebels lose 
control of Kunduz 


KABUL, Aug 26, (UPI): Afghan 
guerrillas have captured provin- 
cial capitals in northeastern and 
central Afghanistan but lost con- 
trol of the nearby town of Kun- 
duz, Soviet sources and Western 
diplomats said yesterday. 

Afghan officials also reported 
that a rocket that landed in 
Kabul yesterday killed two peo- 
ple, ending a five-day respite 
from attacks by rebels in the 
surrounding mountains. 

A Western diplomat and 
Soviet sources said a garrison of 
government troops had aban- 
doned Lhe provincial capital of 
Bamiyan, about 1 53 km west of 
Kabul, allowing the rebels to 
takecontrol. 

The Western diplomat said 
heavy fighting had forced the 
Soviet-backed government for- 
ces to abandon Bamiyan. but a 
Soviet source said the troops left 
in a peaceful withdrawal from 
the town of about 7,000 people a 
week ago. 

“The rebels did not take it," 
the Soviet source said. “The 
Army left and they simply 
walked in." 

A diplomat in Islamabad also 
said the rebels seized Taloqan, 
capital of northeastern Takhar 
province, more than two weeks 


ago, about the same time as the 
fall of Kunduz. 

A diplomat in Islamabad, 
quoting Afghan sources’ confir- 
med reports said, Afghan troops 
had recaptured the capital of 
Kunduz province, but said, 
“apparen lly no attempt has been 
made to retake Taloqan.” 

The guerrillas have tem- 
porarily taken a number of 
provincial capitals since the 
Soviet Union May 15 began a 
scheduled nine-month withdr- 
awal of its more than 100,000 
troops from Afghanistan. 

In addition to Kunduz, Wes- 
tern diplomats say the resistance 
held Qalat. capital of southern 
Zabul province, for about four 
days in June, and Maidan Shahr, 
capital of Wardak some 24 km 
southwest of Kabul, for some 48 
hours early last month. 

The diplomats and resistance 
sources said the guerrillas were 
forced to withdraw from Qalat 
and Maidan Shahr by heavy 
Afghan and Soviet bombard- 
ment.

Haji 
Mas'ud Abdul Rahman was 
routed in the poll in Johor Baru 
by former Welfare Minister 
Shahrir Abdul Samad. who bad 
the bacldngjofUMNOdissidenis 
and the main opposition parties. 

“The outcome of the by-elec- 
tion is the first strong message to 
Mahathir that the people are not 
happy with his policies and are 
willing to identify themselves 
with his rivals,” said political 
analyst Amhad Shabri Cheek. 

Shahrir captured 23.581 votes 
against 10.968 for Rahman. The 
third candidate from the small 
People’s Socialist Party netted 
2^60 votes, officials said. 

The analysts said it was the 
first major political setback for 
Mahathir, who until today had 
not backed a losing by-election 
candidate since becoming Prime 
Minis ter in 1981, and could lead 
to a siring of other by-elections. 

First test 

it was also Lhe first major test 
for the 63-year-old leader who 
over the past 10 months has 
detained ov.tt 100 critics, clam- 
ped down on the media and had 
the country's top judge sacked 
for misconduct. 

The poll in the capital of the 
southern state of Johore had 
been billed as a clash between two 
rival UMNO factions.

Community service centre expands

ENROLMENT at Kuwait 
University Community Service 
Centre increased ten-fold in the 
last nine years. 

When the centre was opened in 
1 979, seats were available for 400 
students. Today it can accom- 
modate around 4,000 students. 

Registering 

The centre has been inundated 
with applicants in the last four 
days. Assistant Vice-Rector Dr 
Mohammed AJ Sara'wi said. 
About 50 people a day have been 
registering for courses starting in 
October. Registration has been 
extended by a week to cope with 
the volume of applicants. 

Courses offered at the centre 
include: human studies, law, 
commercial law, personal status 
in Kuwaiti courts, computer 
science, modem mathematics, 
microfilm, library studies. First 
Aid, accounting studies, ticket- 
ing, statistical analysis, French, 
English, Spanish and Hebrew. 

New courses now available at 


the centre are: gardening, mass 
communication, city planning in 
Kuwait and the Gulf area, the 
human being and heredity, the 
world and energy, and Islamic 
culture for foreigners. 

Outnumber 

Many applicants are univer- 
sity graduates and women out- 
number men in several courses, 
he said. 

The centre is open to anyone 
over the age of 1 8 who wishes to 
benefit from courses taught by 
highly qualified teachers. Classes 
are taught by highly qualified 
teachers from 4 to 8 pm. The term 
starts in October and lasts three 
months. Certificates are awar- 
ded to successful students at the 
end of each course. 

Registration is now open at 
Kuwait University's Knaldiya 
campus. Applicants should cany 
identification. Each course costs 
students KD 35. 

Meanwhile, the Public Auth- 
ority for Applied Education and 
Training is preparing a question- 
naire to get public opinion about 
community service courses. 


Fear of contagious 
diseases reduced 


DR RASHED Al Uwaish, 
deputy director of the Public 
Health Department of the Minis- 
try of Health, said that the fear of 
contagious diseases - has been 
reduced by greater health aware- 
ness among citizens and 
expatriates, the availability of 
decent accommodation and the 
supply of clean drinking water. 

The ministry and its auth- 
orities are well-equipped to deal 
with health problems, he said. 

Distribute 

Dr Uwaish said that health 
authorities at the airport dis- 
tribute health cards to those who 
come from certain Asian coun- 
tries. These people should visit 
one of the 1 9 preventative health 
centres in Kuwait within 24 
hours of their arrival, he said. 
Failure lo do this will result in a 
fine or three months’ jail, in 
accordance with the Amiri 
decree. 

The ministry has found that 
only nine per cent of those given 
health cards at the airport 
actually visit the centres. In such 


cases, a copy of the card is sent to 
the legal affairs department of 
the ministry 15 days after the 
appointment is missed. The mat- 
ter is then referred to the Minis- 
try of Interior, which arrests the 
violators. 

Discussing AIDS' Dr Uwaish 
said Kuwaitis have been infected 
with the virus. A fourth AIDS 
victim died recently. 

All Kuwaitis got the virus 
from contaminated blood they 
received during surgery abroad, 
he said. AIDS patients follow the 
health instructions of special 
doctors and have secret numbers 
on their files. 

Dr Uwaish said AIDS victims 
should not be isolated from 
society and should be allowed to 
continue working. 

Dr Uwaish further noted that 
1 50 random samples of imported 
foodstuffs are inspected at the 
ministry’s laboratories to make 
sure that they are free of radia- 
tion. Anyone entering the coun- 
try is not allowed to bring in 
dairy produce and fish, he added. 


UN monitors overcome snags 


BAGHDAD. Aug 26. (AP): As 
Iraq and Iran opened peace talks 
in Geneva. UN military 
observers scramble lo assemble 
the nuts and bolts of a ceasefire 
despite communications snags, 
minefields and suspicious host 
countries. 

All of the 350 observers, drawn 
from 24 countries, were in place 
by yesterday. UN spokesman 
Sale’cm Fahmawi said, with com- 
munications personnel expected 
to establish a radio network 
"very soon." 

Fahmawi described the situa- 
tion as "very positive." He noted 
that there have been "no major 
changes in the status quo" since 
the ceasefire took effect Aug 20. 
"just minor incidents which have 
been fully resolved." 

Communications 

■ But diploma is and other sour- 
ces said that mixups over trans- 
portation. passports, commun- 
ications and protocol meant that 
some observers were not in place 
Aug 20. 

Those who were frequently 
found themselves with 
inadequate communications, 
poor maps and uncertainty 
about the location of minefields 
as they patrolled in temperatures 
often exceeding 1 10 degrees 


Fahrenheit (38 Celsius). 

UN officials have reportedly 
sought detailed maps from the 
United States, but no one knows 
when they will arrive. 

Diplomats and UN officials 
said they are rapidly overcoming 
the snags which the hastily 
assembled force, sent to coun- 
tries unfamiliar with UN 
procedures, had been expected to 
face. 

"They're no more than the 
growing pains ofa new mission in 
two countries which have 
absolutely no experience with 
this type of thing," said Col. John 
Annand. the Canadian deputy 
commander of the UN Iran-Iraq 
military observer group. 

Suspicious 

Iran and Iraq, both deeply sus- 
picious of outsiders and distrust- 
ful of each other, found hundreds 
of foreign soldiers, some armed, 
landing at their airports with 
their own communications 
equipment. 

Big US C-5A Galaxy trans- 
port planes ferried Canadian 
communications troops to 
NATO’s I nrirlik base in Turkey. 

The jets flew on to Iraq, but 
shipments to Iran were trans- 
ferred to Canadian C-I30 trans- 
ports because of political sen- 


sitivities in Tehran. 

The delays caused by the trans- 
fers were compounded when 
Iran initially demanded 48 
hours' notice and a complete list 
of men and equipment on each 
flight, diplomats said. 

Iran also insisted that all 
flights first go to Tehran rather 
than to posts close to the border. 
The Iranians later relented, but 
they have no refuelling facilities 
at the forward airfields for the 
transports. 

. Iran objected to the assault 
rifles carried by UN support 
troops. 

Although UN troops nor- 
mally need no passports, 
diplomats said Tehran deman- 
ded them, forcing consular 
officials to scramble to issue hun- 
dreds of new documents. 

As a result, diplomats said, 
operations in Iran have been 
about two days behind those in 
Iraq, forcing the delay of some 
operations in Iraq. 

Efforts to set up a UN com- 
munications network were com- 
plicated by confusion over 
frequencies. Iraq approved one 
set, Iran another. Now officials 
are trying to get them to agree on 
a single set so observers on both 
sides can talk to each other.

Computer awareness is vital to 
train Kuwaitis and overcome the 
country’s shortage in national 
power, the director said. Com- 
puters are used at many govern- 
ment ministries and other esta- 
blishments, he pointed out

The computer system at the 
authority is divided into those 
computers used for develop- 
ments, and those used for plan- 
ning and training, the director 
said. 

A course is offered by the auth- 
ority to train members of the 
registration staff to use com- 
puters for registration and 
admissions, he said. 

Training programmes for 
workers are held every six mon- 
ths, he said. 


Accommodation 
for labourers 

A LOCAL daily has quoted an 
authoritative source at Kuwait 
Municipality as saying that most 
companies in Kuwait do not fully 
comply with laws 'concerning 
housing conditions of their 
labourers. * ■ - - - ■■ 

The source blamed negligence 
of the control department at the 
Municipality for the problem 
and called for a stricter enfor- 
cement of the laws. 

Organisational approval of 
labourers’ temporary accom- 
modations must be obtained 
from the Municipality, he said. 
The accommodation site must be 
fenced in accordance with Mun- 
icipality specifications. 

Each labourer should be 
allocated at least four square 
metres and accommodation 
should be located away from the 
plant. Air-conditioning, heating, 
ventilation and sanilajy facilities 
must also be provided, the source 
said. 


FOLLOWING the discovery of 
oil in Kuwait about four decades 
ago, citizens of the small Gulf 
state abandoned diving for 
pearls to make ends meet.

Khieran diving grounds, which 
can accommodate the small 
ships. 

The divers are adapting well lo 
the daily routine, which starts 
with an early breakfast and ends 
in the afternoon, he said. 

Rajab expressed his thanks to 
HH the Anurand HH the Crown 
Prince Sheikh Saad Al Abdullah 
for the support to help Kuwaiti 
youth preserve their heritage. 

Rajab, a man of the sea for the 
past 40 years, said that diving 
trips in the past were full of hard- 
ships and agony, due to the 
length of the journey and the 
yield of pearls. 

In the past divers were given 
loans to secure the tiring of their 
Famili es. The loans were repaid 
when divers received their share 
of the yield. 

Saad Mohammed Al Twaim, 
one of the young participants, 
said his grandfather inspired him 
to join the trip to revive his 
heritage. 

The 12-year-old apprentice 
said that despite the great effort 
he and his friends put in, he does 
noL feel any boredom. The trip 
taught him patience, endurance 
and co-operation, he said.

members.

The system would reduce 
telecommunication costs and 
eli mina te the need for ground 
stations in each country, he said. 

The proposal will be tabled at a 
meeting in Geneva on Monday, 


Al Amer said. The conference 
will last until Sept 7. Kuwait, 
which will be represented by a 
delegation headed by Al Amer, 
attaches special importance lo 
the conference.

Kuwait and the other GCC 
states participated in the first. ses- 
sion of the conference in Geneva 
in 1985. 


Video piracy harms entertainment industry 


PIRACY of video tapes and 
music cassettes are a growing 
threat to the entertainment 
industry, despite efforts by the 
Ministry of Information to stop 
the illegal activity. 

Statistics show that illegal 
copying oP tapes 1 "brings big 
profits. In Egypt, pirates are ear- 
ning twice as "much money as 
narcotics -dealers; according to 
police in Cairo. 

Suffering 

Most Kuwaiti and Gulf 
production companies are suf- 
fering at the hands of pirates, the 
owner of a video and cassette 
tape production and distribution 
company told a local daily. 

Other Arab countries, like 
Iraq, Jordan and Syria are facing 
similar piracy problems. 

Several Egyptian production 
companies prevent the distribu- 
tion of Kuwaiti productions, and 
this only encourages pirates. 
There are no laws to protect 
Kuwaiti material. 

The pirates are getting better 


at making the illegal copies, and 
it is becoming more difficult to 
tell which tapes are genuine, 
original productions and which 
are copied, he said. 

The owner said the Ministry of 
Information should quickly 
issue 'laws to 'protect the taping 
industry- and other Arab states 
should enforce similar laws.

The ministry should also urge 
radio stations not to broadcast 
songs without the permission of 
producers, he added. He said 
those measures would help the 
development of the music indus- 
try. 

The increasing number of 
recording and video tape stores is 
only making matters worse, said 
the owner of another production 
and distribution company. 

• Genuine copies bearing 
trademarks are now threatened 
by many recording shops which 
either copy or sell tapes to the 
public illegally, he said. 

The shop owner said agents 
and producers of Arab singers 


should fight for their rights in 
court if necessary. 

Several judgements have 
already been issued and violators 
were ordered to pay damages, he 
said. 

Illegal copying is bringing big 
losses to the* Kuwait* National 
Cinema Co- according to its 
General Director YousrtAi Sha- 
bin~ -•. -.•*.••• .ci- 

Many illegal tapes are poor in 
quality and can ruin the reputa- 
tion oflocal and outside markets, 
he said. 

Studying 

He called for strong action to 
stop the spreading phenomenon. 

The Information Ministry is 
studying ways to control the 
problem, said Qannas AJ 
Adwani, head of the Arts Clas- 
sifications Department at the 
ministry. 

He said a law should be able to 
resolve the disputes over illegal 
copies. 

The department already bears 
the heavy burden of censoring 


video tapes, he said. 

The Publications Law of 1961 
established rules to govern issu- 
ing permits to video shops. The 
law states that all artistic works 
should not harm Islamic beliefs 
and must follow Kuwaiti laws. 

The general director said 
piracy of video, tapes is common 
in most Arab countries. The 
problem is, being studied by an 
international conference which is 
trying to find ways to protect the 
industry, he said. 

Expand 

The Ministry of Information 
does not protect tapes made out- 
side Kuwait Production com- 
panies must protect their 
productions, the director said. 

Imported tapes are only cen- 
sored by the department and are 
not protected from illegal copy- 
ing. 

The ministry is trying lo 
expand their staff and cover 
more aspects in the video and 
music tape making industry, Al 
Adwani said.

Argentina seeks to 
boost arms sales 


Bhutto’s ghost lives on

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP): Better known for its grain 
and beef, Argentina also 
produces jets and tanks, and it 
hopes exports of weapons will 
contribute to repaying a foreign 
debt that is third highest in the 
developing world. 

Arms sales have already top- 
ped S75 million one year, but that 
is only a fraction of what tins 
primarily agricultural nation 
could earn if the United States 
decides to buy a jet trainer called 
the Pam pa, or Ecuador goes 
ahead with its purchase of Tam 
medium tanks. 

An intermediate-range rocket 
is being developed with financial 
aid from Egypt and conventional 
submarines with technical assis- 
tance from West Germany. 
Negotiations are under way with 
an Italian company to co- 
produce military helicopters. 

“We're not trying to convert 
ourselves into a huge exporter of 
weapons,” Jose Maria Llados. 
secretary of production at the 
Ministry of Defence, said in an 
interview. “What we're trying to 
do is ... take advantage of our 
existing industrial capdty.” 
Produce 

Argentina has produced 
artillery and munitions for 
decades, mostly for its own 
armed forces of 95.000 troops. 
The big projects — drone air- 
craft, submarines, jets, tanks, 
rockets — were begun by the 
military governments of the 
1 970s and early 1 980. 

Following Argentina's defeat 
by Britain in the 1982 Falklands 
war, and the election of civilian 
President Raul Alfonsin in 
October 1983, the military bud- 
get has been halved to about $1.5 
billion. Funding for weapons 
projects has dried up. 

"With the industries in place, 
we had three choices: close them, 
export, or coavert them” to 
civilian use, Llados said. “The 
preference ... was to export. We 
have a big foreign debt. We have 
to export in order to pay it” 

Argentina owes $56 billion to 
foreign governments, banks and 
other lending institutions. 
Interest alone, which this year 
will total about $4.6. billion, is a 
burden to repay. 

About 30,000 civilians and sol- 
diers are employed by 
Fabricaciones Mili tares 

(Military Works), which is run by 
the Array and produces weapons 
as well as consumer products. 
Total value of goods produced by 


FM last year was between S900 
million and SI billion. Llados 
said. 

Argentina’s edge in arms sales 
is that it can — because of its 
technical infrastructure, edu- 
cated work force and low wages 
in comparison with developed 
countries — produce relatively 
sophisticated weapons at a low 
cost. 

Sales 

The package of 56 medium 
tanks and 18 armoured person- 
nel carriers Lhe Ecuador is con- 
sidering buying is priced at about 
$108 million, Llados said. 

The single-engine, two-seater 
JA-63 Pampa jet Lrainer costs 
about $3.5 million. “It's a lot of 
plane for the money," a US 
embassy official said. “We are 
interested." 

The US Air Force is seeking to 
replace its T-37 jet trainers that 
date back 30 years. The potential 
multi-biliion-dollar contract, 
avidly sought by several coun- 
tries including NATO allies Italy 
and Belgium, could call for more 
than 500 planes. 

Last week, representatives of 
New York-based Grumman 
Corp. met with officials of the 
Argentine Aerospace Material 
Factory to lest the Pampa. If 
chosen by tbe US Air Force, it 
would be built in the United 
States under a licensing 
agreement. 

Parts 

Argentina can produce only 
three or four Pampas a month. 
US parts, including the engine 
and avionics systems, comprise 
more than half the value of the 
plane. 

Two prototypes will accom- 
pany Defence Minister Horacio 
Jaunarena on his trip to Wash- 
ington next month for talks with 
Defence Secretary Frank Car- 
lucci. A purchase decision was 
not expected until next yearat the 
earliest. 

The Alfonsin government has 
not stressed arms sales, which 
last year amounted to about $20 
million, according to Llados. In 
1984, arms exports totalled 
about $77 million, according to 
the London-based International 
Institute for Strategic Studies. 

Both leading candidates to 
replace Alfonsin in next year's 
national elections, Carlos 
Menem of the opposition Peron- 
ist Party and Eduardo Angelozof 
the ruling Radical Civic Union, 
favour arms sales as a way to 
generate foreign exchange, aides 
said. 


IRA attacks toughen 
Thatcher stance

LONDON, (UPI): Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher remains 
true to a favourite saying about 
her — “The lady's not for turn- 
ing" — and that means Britain's 
war with the Irish Republican 
Army is likely to become even 
bloodier after the weekend kill- 
ing of eight British soldiers in 
Ulster. 

The phrase, a takeoff on the 
play “The Lady’s Not for Burn- 
ing" by British playright Christo- 
pher Fry about a heroine who is 
charged with being a witch, was 
coined by a political pundit to 
emphasize Thatcher’s unwilling- 
ness to change policies. 

Thatcher’s unswerving policy 
is her unrelenting opposition to 
terrorism, and at the top of her 
list of terrorists are IRA 
guerrillas. Nobody expects That- 
cher to back off Britain's com- 
mitment to battle IRA efforts lo 
unite British-run Northern 
Ireland with the Irish Republic 
by force. 

Instead, military and security 
experts believe an urgent govern- 
ment policy review afferlhe latest 
killings will focus on a tactic Lhal 
may well strike fear into the I RA: 
sharply increased use of Britain's 
Strategic Air Services. 

Secrecy 

The SAS, shrouded in secrecy, 
consists of crack teams of anti- 
terrorism warriors, experts in 
coven hit-and-run tactics, not 
necessarily all within the letter of 
the law. 

The IRA knows what the 
group can do. On May 8, 1987, 
the SAS ambushed guerrillas 
attacking the Loughgall police 
station in Nonhem Ireland and 
killed eight of them, a setback 
from which the IRA is still trying 
to recover. 

Last March, the SAS senL 
another reminder, this lime in 
Gibraltar where its operatives 
killed three IRA guerrillas who 


the British military said were 
planning a massive car-bomb 
attack. 

The British Army, which has 
10,200 troops in Ulster, is keen to 
get the SAS more involved. Of 
the 73 people killed by the 1 RA in 
Northern Ireland, mainland 
Britain and elsewhere in Europe 
this year 26 have been British 
soldiers. 

Attacks 

In turning to the SAS, That- 
cher is apparently willing to run 
the risk that the IRA. in despera- 
tion. would shift again to indis- 
criminate attacks, such as the 
Christmas bombing at London's 
Harrods Department Store in 
1985. 

Clearly what cncou rages That- 
cher. and probably worries the 
guerrillas, is that the IRA's con- 
certed attacks on British military 
“soft targets” has not brought 
what it had hoped for,a grounds- 
well of demands by the public for 
British soldiers to get out of Nor- 
thern Ireland. 

For that reason. Thatcher has 
given short shrift lo new 
demands for reintroduction of 
internment in Northern Ireland, 
which would permit security for- 
ces to hold terrorist suspects 
indefinitely without trial. 

Internment 

Internment was tried from 
1971 to 1975. But even the prime 
minister at the lime. Edward 
Heath, now admits that." look- 
ing back on it, we very quickly 
realised it was a mistake.” 

The big fish of the IRA, 
security sources say, fled across 
the border, into Ireland. 

Most experts believe that with- 
out a similar policy in Ireland — 
and that is improbably — intern- 
ment would not work. Instead, it 
might present the IRA with a 
golden propaganda opportunity, 
particularly in the United States 
where the organisation has sup- 
port among many Irish- 
Am erica ns.

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Refugees in Hong Kong 
battling frustration

HONG KONG: On a starless 
night in April, Bui Hoan Bao and 
his family set sail for Hong Kong 
on a 24-foot wooden fishing 
boat, (Teeing a life of poverty ana 
forced migration in 1 north Viet- 
nam. 

Bao piloted the single-masted 
sailboat along China's coast, 
anchoring at the port of Beihai 
for supplies of food and water, 
bought with gold. 

After a 27-day ordeal at sea, 
the family of 18 sighted the jut- 
ting skyline of Hong Kong, lon- 
ged for by tens of thousands of 
hopeful boat people as the first 
sanctuary on their passage to a 
Western democracy. 

Bao is one ofmore than 1 2,000 
Vietnamese to land in Hong 
Kong this year in the largest 
influx of boat people from Viet- 
nam since 1 979. Like many, Bao 
left a homeland where 10 million 
people are experiencing famine 
to secure his family's livelihood. 

“The communist government 
ordered everyone in our village 
to move to another province to 
farm,” Bao said. “They, des- 
troyed my house. I could not fish 
in the sea anymore . ... I wanted 
to take my children and grand- 
children and find a life of 
freedom." 

Frustration 

Yet far from winning freedom, 
Bao and others like him are bat- 
tling frustration and despair. 
Crammed Logether with 
thousands of countrymen, Bao 
now lives in a prison like Hong 
Kong refugee camp encircled by 
high walls and barbed wire. He 
has become, in Hong Kong 
parlance, one of the “forgotten 
people.” 

The new wave of boat people, 
which shows no signs of subsid- 
ing, has filled the colony's closed 
camps to the bursting point, 
compelling Lhe government to 
open factory buildings, ware- 
houses, Army barracks, and 
ferries as emergency housing. 

Bui according lo Hong Kong 
officials, the vast majority of 
arrivals, 70 per cent of whom are 
poor fishermen and fanners 
from North Vietnam like Bao, 
have virtually no hope for reset- 
tlement in the West. 

The United States, Britain, 
Canada, and Australia, the main 
resettlement countries, increas- 
ingly reject these Vietnamese, on 
the grounds that they are econ- 
omic migrants seeking prosp- 
erity rather than political 
refugees fleeing persecution. 

When the number of boat peo- 
ple landing in Hong Kong and 
other first-asylum countries sur- 
ged 44 per cent in the last year, 
the rate of resettlement in the 


West continued dropping 
steadily, according to the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR). A total of 
28,000 refugees fled Vietnam, 
but only 21,000 won reset- 
tlement. as arrivals outnum- 
bered departures for the first 
time in eight years. 

Confronted with the daily 
arrival of scores of boat people 
who lack prospects for reset- 
tlement, Hong Kong on June 16 
adopted a new hard- 1 line policy 
under which the bulk of incom- 
ing Vietnamese will face eventual 
deportation to Vietnam. 

Hong Kong's policy reflects a 
growing consensus among 
southeast Asian countries har- 
bouring refugees, as well as reset- 
tlement nations such as the US, 
that most of the boat people 
belong back home. 

The new policy ends nearly a 
decade during which HongKong 
automatically granted refugee 
status to all Vietnamese boat 
people under a 1979 Geneva 
accord. Instead, Hong Kong 
now screens all boat people in 
order to separate economic 
migrants from political refugees. 

According to government 
estimates, 90 per cent of the boat 
people who have reached Hong 
Kong since J une 1 6 — more than 
4,500 — are economic migrants. 
As such they will be treated as 
'illegal immigrants' and confined 
to detention centres to await 
repatriation. 

Hong) Kong's refugee co- 
ordinator, Nigel French, says the 
screening policy is necessary to 
discourage Vietnam's economic 
migrants from coming to the 
British colony, already one of the 
world's most densely populated 
territories. 

“We just could not allow this 
situation to continue, with an 
apparently unlimited supply of 
boat people coming from Viet- 
nam whom the West simply did 
not want anything to do with,” 
French said in an interview. 

“Hong Kong is no longer a 
gateway for such people lo a 
future life in the West,” headded . 
“We hope that the message will 
get through and that in the not- 
too-distant future we will see a 
significant dropping off in the 
number of arrivals." 

Critics are concerned that 
Hong Kong's tougher policy 
may prove inhumane. 

Fazhul Karim, charge de mis- 
sion of the UNHCR in Hong 
Kong, worries that the colony’s 
officials are “already predeter- 
mined to adopt a very restrictive 
approach” to the screening. For 
example, he asserts that North 
Vietnamese like Bao should not 
be dismissed as economic 
migrants, since Hanoi's forced-

relocation campaign “amounts 
to very, very serious discrimina- 
tion" against them. “It amounts 
to persecution,” he said. 

Ethnic Chinese and refugees 
linked to the former US-backed 
South Vietnamese regime have 
been favoured for resettlement, 
because they have suffered sys- 
tematic persecution since the 
Vietnam war ended in 1975. 

“We have to ensure that any 
measures they take are not to the 
detriment of the asylum seek- 
ers,” Karim stressed. 

Yet in contrast, themajorityof 
Hong Kong's residents believe 
the new policy is too lenient. 
According to an April poll, 65 
percent of Hong Kong's popula- 
tion favours pushing all incom- 
ing boat people back to sea, as 
Thailand and Taiwan have done. 

While seeking a solution that is 
both humanitarian and prag- 
matic.

Repatriation 

Yet the prospects for repatria- 
tion, while improving, remain 
uncertain. Recently, Vietnam 
bowed to pressure and offered 
for the first time to hold talks on 
the refugee problem, including 
repatriation, with Hong Kong 
and Thailand. The talks are 
expected to convene soon. 

Observers, however, say the 
discussions may achieve little if, 
as expected, Vietnam demands 
aid from the West as a condition 
for taking its citizens back. Wes- 
tern governments are unlikely to 
provide such aid before 1990, 
when Vietnam has pledged to 
withdraw its troops from neigh- 
bouring Kampuchea, Hong 
Kong officials say. 

The Hong Kong government 
estimates that a mass repatria- 
tion would be unlikely, before 
1993. Meanwhile, more than 
20,500 “forgotten people” wait 
in confinement t. Some are angry 
over Hong Kong’s new policy. 
Others say they are afraid of. 
returning to Vietnam. 

“Why, after some people 
struggle in the sea to come here, 
does the Hong Kong govern- 
ment have to send them back to 
Vietnam?" asked Do.Manh Hao, 
a North Vietnamese farmer. 

Squatting on a cramped 
wooden bunk in Hong Kong’s 
Shamsbuipo closed camp, Hao 
described how Vietnamese sol- 
diers opened fire as he fled the' 
country in a stolen boat with his 
wife and three children. "If we 
had been caught, .they would 
have jailed me,” he said.

BEUING, (Reuter): The cost of 
bribing corrupt officials is soar- 
ing in inflation-stricken China, 
and even profiteers have started 
complaining that things are get- 
ting but of band. 

The size of bribes have risen 
sharply because of greed and an 
increased demand for “favours” 
according to foreign business- 
men and Chinese who wrestle 
with the frustrating bureaucracy. 

The official China Daily news- 
paper this week quoted an 
anonymous Chinese profiteer 
who complained about the rising 
cost of greasing palms in the 
black-market television set busi- 
ness. 

"Previously, a few hundred 
yuan would be enough for me to 
bribe officials and go through the 
channels but now it takes me 
about 10,000 yuan,” said the 
profiteer. (One yuan is worth 27 
US cents). 

China's market-oriented 
reforms have given dishonest 
government and Communist 
Party officials more opportunity 
to boost their meagre incomes. 

Demand 

But many realised only recen- 
tly how much they could 
.demand, said a Beijing-based 
European businessman who sells 
trucks. 

In the early 1 9 80s a few cartons 
of foreign cigarettes could 
smooth along a contract worth 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, he said. ‘ 'No w people ask 
for favours such as paying for 
their child ren tb attend a Western 
University." 

Many officials draw the line at 
outright bribery but ask foreign 
companies for perks such as 
expenses-paid “training'’ trip 
abroad, another Western man- 
ager said. 

The corrupt have become 
adept at tailoring demands to the 
ability to pay. To ease negotia- 
tions, West German companies 
are often asked to donate a Mer- 
cedes Berizcar — powerful status 
symbols in China.

One young Chinese intellec- 
tual hoping to go abroad said his 
passportapplication was held up 
by Beijing police because of a 
black man: in his work record.

Cost of bribery 
soaring in China 


($13) is enough to persuade 
police not to report minor traffic 
offences. One motorcyclist 
caught riding while drunk said he 
avoided 15-day prison terra by 
handing over 400 high-class 
cigarettes and two bottles of rice 
spirit. 

“Corruption is not such a bad 
thing. I'm glad I had the choice of 
paying a bribe," the motorcyclist 
said later. 

The China Daily said on Mon- 
day that the corruption could 
block the country’s ambitious 
economic reforms. Student 
protesters in June claimed it had 
plunged the country into \ ts dark- 
est period since 1 949. 

The 47-million-strong Com- 
munist Party expelled 109,000 of 
its members in 1987, many of 
them for bribery and corruption, 
according to official reports. 

Perhaps millions more 
officials who would balk at the 
word “bribe” regularly accept 
gifts in return for a little political 
help. 

“When you give presents, you 
have to do it in the right way. 


Give money, wine or cigarettes 
openly to an official and” he wili 
refuse, suspecting that you will 
report him," one Beijing govern- 
ment worker explained. 

“The correct way is to give the 
item, nicely wrapped, to his wife 
or child,” he added. 

Treatment 

Such petty graft or “connec- 
tion-pulling" is so ingrained in 
Chinese life that the powerfi ul can 
expect priveleged treatment 
witiioul asking, said one young 
Beijing man whose uncle is a 
high-rank ing government figure. 

“When I travel abound Cluna I 
just let people know who I am 
and everyone scrambles todo me 
favours.” he said. 

Outrageous greed is occasion- 
ally harshly punished — an 
official in the southern province 
of Guangxi was executed Iasi 1 
week for classifying 177 impor- 
ted cars as "gifts" to evade 
import duties. But China s 
regular anti-corruption cam- 
paigns rarely seem to touch the 
highest officials. 
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Unrepentant destroyer of Picasso

ARIANNA Stassmopoulos 
Doce experienced all the sensa- 
‘ Jons of a lover towards Pablo 
Picasso. She allowed herself to 
be seduced by him, by “that 
mysterious quality of inexhaus- 
tibility bursting forth from the 
transfixing stare of his black- 
marble eyes as much as from his 
work.” 

No matter that Picasso has 
been dead these IS years; Stas- 
sinopou/os says ft was “impor- 
tant to go through all the 
stages.”

here was a man who had been 
bom with the most extraordin- 
ary gift, and really wasted it — 
and he knew that." 

This is not, evidently, the 
received idea about Picasso, 
and art critics have hailed Stas- 
sinopoulos Huffington’s 
biography as. among other 
things “a resentful sexual his- 
tory. A dog of a book, one- 
sided and hate-filled”, “as dim- 
witted as it is mean-spirited”. 
Only that morning, Melvyn 
Bragg had accused her ofslag- 
gragoff" her subject. Bragg had 
drought it sad, Stassmopoulos 
Huffington bad thought him 
rude. 

“He behaved in a way that 
does not befit a host,” she said, 
smiling vigorously in the lea 
room ofOaridges. This seemed 
to offend her far more than 
Bragg's suggestion of bias, 
more than any of the 
opprobrium that had been 
heaped so generously upon her 
work even before its publica- 
tion. “I am loving it,” she said. 
“I expected it. I’m very flattered 
by it ... If my book was not as 
powerful as it is, it would have 
simply been ignored.” 


She cited all the reviews — 
“lead reviews" — she had 
received. But had not the 
majority been violently critical? 
“The more they rant and rave, 
the more flattered 1 am,” she 
said, extending her arms and 
hands in wide, expressive 
movements. She first became 
famous as the president of the 
Cambridge Union. “It shows 
how enraged they are, and they 
are the custodians of the old, of 
what isdecaying and dying, and 
they are obviously going to 
defend it — and this is a tidal 
wave — you can't stop it, it is 
not just my book, my book is 
just a manifestation of a turn- 


lg point ... 

Stassmopoulos Huffington's 
“tidal wave” is a re-evaluation 
of modem art. Her theory 
appears to go that Picasso = 
“the father of modernism,” 
Picasso — flawed genius, 
therefore modernism = 
flawed. It does not and has 
never alarmed her that she has 
nothing but the civilized habit 
of visiting art galleries to 
prepare her for her leadership 
of this revolution, for the 
attempted dismantling of 


Picasso’s reputation: “I believe 
that anybody who has a min d 
and a heart can respond to art. 
Art is not neurosurgery.” 

The key, often-repeated 
metaphor of the book is that 
Picasso began by treating his 
women as goddesses, but could 
not rest until he transformed 
each of them into a “doormat”. 

It is an image which never 
appeared in Picasso's work, but 
Siassinopoulos Huffington 
believes that his life and work 
were, and are, indivisible. 
“TTiere’s no question — 
Picasso himse lf said i swallow 
something, 1 am poisoned by it, 
and 1 eliminate the toxins'.” 
She finds his late work par- 
ticularly toxic. But it is not, she 
grimaces, arms flaili ng. that she 
is making any “simplislicar 
connection between his life and 
work. “If you remove the 
Picasso legend and just look at 
the art, without knowing any- 
thing about the life, you cannot 
escape the rage arid loathing 
unless you are blind.” 

Other critics have found 
energy, humanity and eroti- 
cism in these later paintings. 


An Eastern view of Western wonders

THE First Persian Ambas- 
sador to Britain since the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth I was Mirra 
Abul Hassan Khan. He arrived 
in London in November 1809 
and stayed eight months. 

His mission was to promote 
the ratification of an Anglo- 
Persian Treaty whereby Persia 
agreed to side with Britain to 
thwart Napoleon's designs on* 
India. In return Britain would 
provide funds and weapons to" 
repulse the Russians who had 
invaded the Persian dominions 
, in the Caucasus. 

A Fenian at tbeComtof King 
George is the journal Abul Has- 
san kept during his visit, in 
which he recorded his activities 
and impressions with candour 
and wit. He published it on his 
return to Persia as The Book of 
Wonders, “in the hope that it 
would be useful to future 
ambassadors." • 

This document is of con- 
siderable literary charm, as well 
as historical value, and has been 
admirably translated and 
annotated by Margaret Morris 
Cloake. It opens a unique vista 
onto English society, especially 
its ruling class, at a time when 
the Empire was still growing. 

Sometimes it is hard to 
believe that he is describing the 
veiy country which Britain is 
today: “Night and day, it 
seems, that the English live Tor 
pleasure,” he comments, after a 


bout of entertainment lasting 
several days. Who? City Yup- 
pies? 

From the moment he landed 
in Plymouth the ambassador 
was enthralled by Britain and 
its people, describing them in 
rhapsodic prose seasoned with 
extempore verses and quota- 
tions from poets. 

He was astounded by such 
scientific inventions as the 
.telegraph: .“They say it can take 
' messages to London,' 300 miles 
away, in twenty-five minutes. 
What exaggeration!” He was 
enchanted by the landscape: 
hills are “high as lovers’ 
hopes," and roads “smoother 
than the breast of a beautiful 
woman.” 

“There is no more beautiful 
city than London in the whole 
of Farang (Europe).” he wrote 
— and of course he was cap- 
tivated by the beauty and grace 
of English women whom be 
describes as houris (nymphs in 
Paradise) and Paris angels). 

Cariosity 

Clearly the curiosity and 
admiration were mutual: the 
handsome 36-year-old envoy 
was soon the toast of London. 
He was taken to the opera, the 
theatre, dinners and balls 
galore. King George II 1 praised 
his intelligence.The Prince of 
Wales enjoyed his humour and 
became his personal friend. 

At one dinner party he met 
Miss Pole, the foreign 
secretary's niece, and fell madly 


in love with her. The English 
Rose did not fancy joining his 
harem, and never returned his 
advances. 

He pined and wept and con- 
fided his sorrow to the Prince of 
Wales: he was certain she had 
been frightened by his long, 
bushy beard. Yet it did not 
occur to him to cut iL 

He learnt a spattering of 
English from his interpreter 
and companion, James Morier, 
diplomat and author (who later 
caricatuzed . him ^ in:, his 
picaresque novel The Adven- 
tures ofHaji Alt Baba of~ Isfa- 
han). 

Yet he was not indiscrimin- 
ate in his judgments: he chafed 
at the trappings of democracy, 
which delayed the treaty 
ratification, while in Persia a 
stroke of the Shah's pen would 
have settled the matter in a 
second. 

When taken to Lord Elgin's 
house to see the Marbles, 
acquired for 25,000 loumans 
(guineas), hededared: “1 would 
not give 25 roumonr for the lot!” 
— (pace Miss Melina Mer- 
coun!)- 

The book is as encrusted with 
gems as its author's robes. By 
keeping dose to his flowery 
style. Miss Cloake conveys the 
exotic charm of the original 
while adding considerable 
humour to her translated ver- 
sion. 

Mirra Abdul Hassan Khan's 
mission was not entirely succes-

sful: while the Persians fulfilled 
their side of the bargain and 
severed relations with 
Napoleon, the British came to 
an understanding with the Rus- 
sians, who eventually took all 
the Caucasian provinces of the 
Persian Empire. 

Even the diamond on the 
jewel-encrusted dagger presen- 
tedpn his departure turned out 
to be glass! Yel he remained 
charmed by Britain and the 
British to the end of his life and 
returned, again as ambassador, 
a few years later.

Post-colonial view of Indian history 


I WHEN a great oak falls there is' 
! never a shortage of woodcut-; 
ters. 

So it was in 18th century 
u India when the powerful 
sjj> M ughal Empire collapsed on 
fg]ilhe eve of its bi -centennial. 
;*5>Even at the very peak of 
Mughal triumphs a few 
strategic footholds had been 
giined by European capital- 
ism. 

Western traders in pursuit of 
spices had managed to pen- 
etrate some coastal regions in 
southern India Ships with guns 
were soon needed to defend 
these enclaves. 

Europe’s entry in India was a 
classic example of politics as 
x>n centra ted economics, and 
war as a continuation of both 
ny other means. 

The old Cambridge History of 
India (published ip 1922-37) 
vas largely determined by the 
Tea lilies of the British Empire, 
t contained a wealth of useful 
naterial, but both the sounds 
md the approach were limited 
>y necessity. 1982 saw the 
publication of two excellent 
■olumes comprising the Cam- 
> ridge Economic History of 
ndia. This was the first serious 
ndication that changes were on 
he way. 

The three books under 
eview are the first volumes of 
ht New Cambridge History of 
mi;*, in almost every way they 


mark a tremendous leap for- 
ward. It is a detached, post- 
colonial enterprise and if the 
volumes which follow preserve 
the same quality of scholarship, 
and writing then there is a treat 
in store for all students of sub- 
continental history. 

The literary fluency which 
makes all three volumes an 
excellent read for any layper- 
son interested in recent Indian 
history comes. I think, from a 
deep and intimate knowledge 
of the subject. 

Adventure 

M .N. Peai son's study ofPor- 
tugal's Indian adventure is a 
compelling account of both 
countries. His sketch of Por- 
tuguese society at the time 
underlines its social and econ- 
omic underdevelopment. 

Whereas Britain and France 
utilised their growingindustrial 
strength as a launching pad to ■ 
expand their trade, Portugal, 
was driven abroad by its own 
backwardness. “Indeed* com- 
ments Pearson, “anyone who 
travels today on the Western 
Indian coast and in Portugal 
will be impressed by the 
appearance of fecundity, of 
lush vegetation, in the former 
compared with the rocky, infer- 
tile and barren appearance of 
much of Portugal. 

“At least visually and 
initially. Goa must have looked 
like paradise to a sixteenth cen- 


tury Portuguese peasant.” Por- 
tuguese power was enforced by 
a powerful Navy which 
preceded the technological 
innovations of the industrial 
epoch. 

The Mugbals never under- 
stood the importance of the sea. 
Theirs was a land-based con- 
quest and even though (ndia 
was surrounded by oceans on 
two sides, the first two Mughal 
Emperors never saw the sea. 

Pearson characterises the 
Portuguese Empire as “a net- 
work of maritime connec- 
tions,” which could not com- 
pete with Dutch and English 
competition on the seas. 

P.J. Marshall's narrative 
paints a striking picture of 
Mughal Bengal just prior lo the 
British arrival. He describes the 
flourishing cities of Dhaka and 
Calcutta (both had over 
100 . 000 citizens in the middleof . 
the 18ih century) and their 
communities of “painters, car- 
penters, weavers, fishermen, 
gold and silversmiths, milk- 
men, shellworkers, blacks- 
miths and potters/' 

These towns as Marshal] 
correctly stresses, were despite 
their sophisticated economy, 
largely dependent on the coun- 
tryside. 

“Contemporary Europeans, 
writes Marshall “believed that 
the soil of Bengal was extremely 
fertile. Empires were likely to 
lake root there easily. Whether 


the roots would go deep or the 
harvest be abundant was less 
certain.” Perhaps. But what is 
beyond dispute is that Eastern 
India, dining the middle-age of 
the British Empire, became the 
vanguard of the entire subcon- 
tinent. “What Bengal thinks 
today,” thundered the 19th 
century refoTner. Ram Mohun 
Roy, “India thinks 
tomorrow.” 

Modernisation, limited 
though it was, struck deeper 
roots in Bengal than anywhere 
else. 

Intricate 

The intricate interrelation- 
ship between British colonists 
and the ruling gentry of India is 
the theme of Cj\. Bayley 's con- 
tribution which is, in a number 
of ways, the most ambitious of 
the three volumes under con- 
sideration. 

What makes this volume 
extremely valuable is that any 
generalisation is based on 
evidence from a number of dif- 
ferent regions. He describes the 
India that emerged as a con- 
sequence as “a semi-European 
colonial state/' Elsewhere he 
accepts the deeply conservative 
character of British rule.

but she is scornful of their 
hearts and minds: “It depends 
what kind of eroticism you like

As for rage, a New York 
critic observed that this emo- 
tion is concomitant with old 
age. "His is." she exclaimed in 
her stilljiowerFul Greek 
accent. "The art critic's is. I 
think very often why people are 
idolising the rage in Picasso is 
because it legitimises their 
own.” 

Believer 

Aged 38, and a New Age. van 
der Postian believer in the 
power of awareness, medita- 
tion and Light, she cannot for- 
give Picasso for all the rude 
“darkness” of his vision. She 
■ draws a photostated letter from 
van der Post From a file of vin- 
dicating evidence. Is it her 
shared belief in van der Post's 
“terrible humanities of the man 
and his situation' that prevents 
her thinking Picasso a genius? 
“What?” said Siassinopoulos 
Huffington, very sharply, but 
grinning stoutly. “I think he isa 
genius. You haven’t read the 
book.” Yes, I had read the 
book. It is 558 pages long, and 
seems to despise Picasso not 
only for his “sadistic” philan- 
dering, but for his social climb- 
ing, vanity, disloyalty to 
friends, self-publicising, com- 
munism, and discourtesies at 
lunch and dinner. “Have you 
read the epilogue? What I'm 
saying is he was a genius — 
bound to t he 20th cent urry . That 
is a genius — but it is not a 
timeless genius. Do you know 
what I'm saying? 

“For me timeless art has to 
do with what Picasso himself 
believed was a great need, 'to

put something absolute into the 
frogpond of the world* ...” 
Picasso, in this biographer's 
opinion, failed to do so, 
because he did not believe in 
“the harmony and order** 
which she likes lo conjecture 
beyond disintegration and 
death. She prefers painters such 
a Van Gogh and Rembrandt, 
who ofTer her a glimpse of 
“higher reality.” 


“In terms of my own philoso- 
phy of life,” said the author, it is 
the polar opposite of Picasso’s; 
he saw the universe as domin- 
ated by malevolent forces ... I 
believe the spirit of inspiration 
is benevolent and I believe that 
whatever happens in our lives 
— and sometimes it's very pain- 
ful, but nevertheless, ultimately 
it’s like 1 quote Sophocles: 'All 
is well.’ " 

Philosophy 

Her personal philosophy has 
been enhanced by Insight 
seminars, sessions in Califor- 
nian self-knowledge which hel- 
ped her to find the “truths 
inside.” And did Picasso find 
such truths? “No. not at all.” 
you either evolve or devolve — 
Picasso devolved, do you know 
wbat I’m saying? It's like, he 
could not stay static, so the fur- 
ther away he got from the truth, 
the more filled with rage and 
despair he got ...” And the fur- 
ther he got from ever winning 


the approval of Siassinopoulos 
Huffington. 

She had abandoned a scin- 
tillating New York social life to 
concentrate fully on her re- 
appraisal of genius. “If you 
believe the world is a place of 
darkness, then according to my 
philosophy you are seeing fal- 
sely, 1 ’ am absolutely 
unequivocal about this. It's not 
for me a mutter of opinion, you 
know what I'm saying, that's 
my truth...” 

It also appears to be the truth 
for Francoise Gilou Picasso’s 
former mistress, who thought 
his paintings of her lacked soul, 
and subsequently became Stas- 
sioopoulos Huffington's chief 
confidante for the biography, 
and at limes its dominant, most 
long-su fieri ng character. 

But the apologia for Gilot 
never explains why she. and so 
many other women, stayed on 
for yet more of the goddess- 
doormat treatment. Or why- 


one mistress and one wife com- 
mitted suicide after Picasso's 
death. “Have you read a book 
called Women Who Love Too 
Much?" she demanded, citing a 
bestselling piece of American 
self-help philosophy. “It shows 
bow women remain addicted to 
men who beat them up... I felt 
that women were addicted to 
him — that's the key word, 
addiction.” 

Her biography is free with its 
speculations on Picasso's 
intimate life — some, on mat- 
ters such as sadism and 
homosexuality, so vague that 
they read like the revelations ol 
a near-sighted peeping Tom. Is 
this correct? Is it fair on 
Picasso, now so irretrievably 
removed from any right of 
reply? If he replied, there would 
be nothing that I said that he 
could dispute,” said Stassin- 
opoulos Huffington. “There 
isn't anything in the book that 
isn’t true.”

With impeccable Liming, 
Rolling Slone magazine, 
chronicle of the rock age, seized 
the mood of nostalgia by issu- 
ing a list of the ** 1 00 best singles 
of the last 25 years”. 

Not surprisingly, a British 
song — the Rolling Stones' (I 
Can‘1 Get No) Satisfaction — 
was the top choice of the 25 
leading US pop critics who 
voted the ranking, and British 
bands accounted for over a 
quarter of the chart, from the 
Beatles' 1964 l Want to Hold 
Your Hand, voted third best, to 
the Sex Pistols' Anarchy in the 
UK of 1976. ranked at 32. 

Curious 

Curious though, was the 
relatively low 'nuking given to 
the Beatles by the purist 
American critics, though they 
and the Stones tie with four 
singles each — the most 
repeated artists on the list — 
and John Lennon makes the 
100 with two of his own songs. 

The second Beatles record 
was Hey Jude, rated at 29th. 
followed by Strawberry Fields 
Forever at 48 and Help at 53. 

“In the Sixties, an extraor- 
dinarily consistent succession 
of 45s reaffirmed rock and 


roll's power to electify and ins- 
pire,*' said the editors, perhaps 
a little wistfully^ 

“The biggest chill comes 
from realizing how accurately 
these singles mirrored the 
mood of youth at the time and 
echoed the changes convulsing 
the world at large. Two decades 
down the trail, they still reson- 
ate with power." 

Rolling Stone said it chose 


1963 — after Elvis Presley's 
greatest hits — as the starting 
date because it was a time of 
revitalization and reinvention 
following the pop slump of the 
late Fifties and early Sixties.

It has become fashionable to use 
overcalls of strong bids to show 
two-suited hands. That is well and 
good if you buy the band. However, 
when you do not, you might And 
that you have shown declarer the 
way to get home. 

West made a puny attempt to in- 
terfere with his opponents’ auction 
by making an artificial two-club 
over call, which promised at least 10 
cards in two unspecified suits. 


North’s three clubs was an attempt 
to locate a 4-4 major fit, and South 
closed out the auction while denying 
that he had a four-card major. 

Declarer ducked the first spade 
but won the continuation. He made 
a good shot by leading a diamond to 
the queen, then continuing with the 
jack to West’s ace. That defender 
forced out declarer’s remaining 
spade stopper. Then came the key 
play — declarer cashed the king of 
diamonds, and East’s heart discard 
made the hand a virtual open book. 

With East marked for the long 
clubs, declarer cashed the ace and 
pushed the jack through East. He 
covered with the queen, and declar- 
er took his club winners and then 
threw East in with the last club. Left 
with nothing but hearts, that worthy 
was forced to lead away from his 
king into declarer’s combined A-Q 
tenace, thereby conceding the ful- 
filling trick. 

Had West been silent, declarer 
almost surely would have gone 
wrong in the play. To start with, the 
correct technical play in the club suit 
would be to cash the king and then 
finesse, because that would allow 
declarer to bring in four club tricks 
if West held the queen, even if it was 
triply guarded.

WASHINGTON, Aug 26,

slowed between April and June 
but still grew steadily at a season- 
ally adjusted annual rate of 3.3 
per cent, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said on Thursday. 

Gross national product 
(GNP) rose at the 3.3 per cent 
figurein the second quarterofthe 
year after removing the impact of 
inflation, the department said. 

The economy grew slightly 
faster between April and June 
than had previously been 
thought, although drought- 
induced losses of crops and lives- 
tock limited the expansion. 

Output 

The increase in GNP, which 
measures output of goods and 
services, was higher than last 
month'sestimate of a 3. 1 per cent 
growth rate in the second quarter 
and followed a 3.4 percent rise in 
the first three months of the year. 


Government and private 
economists said the report affir- 
med data showing the economy 
is still expanding at a robust rate 
after more than five and a half 
years of uninterrupted growth — 
the longest peacetime expansion 
ever.

Growth 

Slowing economic growth 
were drought-induced crop and 
livestock losses estimated to total 
$14.3 billion this year when 
adjusted for inflation, the depar- 
tment said.

Base interest rates were 
quickly put up, to 1 2 per cent, in 
the eighth rise in three months to 
try to pinch a spending spree 
which is sucking in record 
imports. 

The July current account 
balance of payments deficit of 
£2. 1 5 billion (53.63 billion) was 
twice what many economists 
predicted and about double the 
deficit for June. 

Costs 

The figure and the rise in bor- 
rowing costs wiped £4 billion 
(56.75 billion) off t he v alue of 
London shares. The FTSE index 
of 100 blue chip stocks at one 
point showed a 50-point drop. 

“The economy is experiencing 
a great deal of trouble,” said BQi 
Martin, economist at London 
brokers Phillips and Drew. “The 
British economy is now running 
wild and free.” 

The opposition Labour Party 
blamed the boom on big tax cuts 
announced last March and easy 
credit earlier in the year — base 
interest rates were at 10-year 
lows of 7.5 percent in June. 

The latest figures mean that 
for the first seven months of this 
year. Britain was in the red by 


£7.97 billion (S13.46 billion). 
Prime Minister Margaret 


Thatcher’s government had set a 
target of £4 billion (S6.76 billion) 
for all of 1988. 

Many economists believe that 
raising interest rates too high will 
bring a dangerous cut in new 
investment, so they urge higher 
taxes a solution. 

But Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson would 
suffer a political loss of face if he 
reversed a drive to cut taxes in 
Britain which mirrored tax-cut- 
ting in the United States under 
the Reagan administration, also 
beset by big trade deficits. 

The highest rate of British 
income tax has more than halved 
to 40 per cent since the Con- 
servatives came to power in 1979. 

In a radio interview, Lawson 
called the July trade figures 
unwelcome but said be had 
applied the proper remedy. 

“The economy has been going 
ahead too fast. It is necessary to 
apply the breaks and that is what 
I’ve done,” he said. 

He ruled out an emergency 
budget but said interest rates 
may stay at the current level for 
some time. 

Pointing to rising incomes, 
falling unemployment and 
higher manufacturing output, he 
said the economy was strong. 

Bryan Gould, trade and indus- 
try spokesman for the opposition 
Labour Party, said: “Remedial 
action is urgently needed. The 


credit boom is- out of control. 
Interest rales are not the answer 
and a further rise can only make 
British industry less com- 
petitive.”

Perez plans to cut debt payments 


CARACAS, Aug 26, (Reuter): 
The frontrunner in Venezuela's 
presidential election said he 
would more than halve the coun- 
try’s foreign debt payments and 
Latin America should unite in 
demanding a fixed interest rate 
from foreign banks. 

Former President Carlos 
Andres Perez, heavily favoured 
to win the elections in December, 
told Reuters in an interview ibis 
week the country would pay no 
more than $2 billion in 1989 if 
present conditions, including the 
price of oil, did not change. 

Venezuela is slated to repay 
55.1 billion this year on the coun- 
try's 530.3 billion foreign debt, 
the fourth biggest in Latin 
America, according to central 
bank figures. 

Payments 

Combined interest and prin- 
cipal pay men is are expected to be 
about Lite same in 1989 under 
current debt accords. Scheduled 
principal payments alone will 
absorb SI. 96 billion, according 
to the finance ministry. 

Venezuela until now has been 
a model debtorin Latin America, 
repaying more principal than 
any other debtor in the region, 
bankers said. 


But Perez, who earned a 
reputation as a tough bargainer 
in the run-up in the 1976 nation- 
alisation of the oil industry under 
his presidency', said Venezuela 
couki not continue such a level of 
payments because, among other 
factors, the price of oil bad 
declined. 

Debt 

Perez added that if the price of 
oil continued falling. Venezuela, 
as well as Mexico and Ecuador, 
would have no option but to 
interrupt ail payments on the 
debt. But he said he did not seek 
confrontation. 

“I am a full-time critic of the 
irrational form m which 
creditors are billing Latin 
American countries. I call ii obs- 
cene.” he said. 

“But at the same time I have 
recognised that, like it or not, we 
are tied to the international fin- 
ancial system, and I don’t think 
we are able to achieve our aims 
through a confrontation,” he 
said. 

He said he was not thinking of 
taking a unilateral position on 
the debt like Peru, which in July- 
1985 limited debt service to 10 
per cent of export earnings. 


Perez, basing his views on 
what he said was a United 
Nations study, said he thought 
nocountry should pay more than 
20 per cent in debt service if it 
wanted to maintain minimum 
levels of welfare and preserve its 
development 

Venezuela last year earmarked 
46.5 percent of its S ID. 3 billion in 
export earnings for debt service 
and this year the central bank 
says debt service will absorb 
about 50 per cent of projected 
exports. 

Perez said if he was dec! j red 
president-elect he would seek <id 
accord with other Latin 
.American debtors to fix a com- 
mon framework for negotiation 
with foreign creditors. 

Earnings 

One key point would be for 
debtors u> establish a common 
percentage of export earnings for 
debt service, he said. Failing that, 
debtors should try to fix a percen- 
tage of ihe gross domestic 
product (GDP) that would serve 
as a debt serv ice ceiling. 

Perez said he had already 
spoken to the leaders of seven 
Latin American debtors to try to 
unify positions on the debt 
negotiations.

UAE to set 
up oil refinery 
in China 

BEIJING, Aug 26, (AP): The 
United Arab Emirates plans to 
build a 5360-million oil refinery 
in southern China’s Shenzhen 
special economic zone, the China 
Daily said yesterday. 

The official daily said the 
refinery is the largest foreign 
investment project approved by 
Chinn this year and marks the 
first time the UAE has invested in 
C hina 

Plant 

The daily quoted officials of 
tbe Foreign Economic Relations 
and T rade Ministry (MOFERT) 
as saying construction should 
begin at the end of the year. 

The plant is to refine 3 million 
tons of crude o3 a year. The oil 
will be shipped from the UAE, 
and the finishedproducts will be 
sold overseas. The refinery will 
be wholly owned by the UAE. 


Takeshita urged to expand aid 
to China's modernisation drive 


BEUING, Aug 26. (UPI): Chin- 
ese leader Deng Xiaoping today 
urged Japanese Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshita to expand aid 
to China's modernisation drive 
in technology transfer and busi- 
ness investment, saying they 
were “even more important” 
than loans. 

Takeshita met with Deng on 
the second day of his first visit to 
China as Prime Minister. After 
his arrival on Thursday. Take- 
shita announced a major new 
package of low-interest econ- 
omic development loans to 
China totalling more than $6 
billion. 

At the opening of the hour- 
long raeetingat the Great Hall of 
the People, Deng hailed Take- 
shi ta’s visit as marking “a great 
new year” in relations between 
Tokyo and Beijing, troubled in 
recent years by a series of 
political and economic disputes. 

Aspiration 

"My welcome has expressed 
an aspiration ihz» Chinese and 
Japanese leaders should establ- 
ish a new type of relationship.” 
said the 84-year-old Chinese 
leader, adding he hoped relations 
would be “not lower" than in the 
1970s. 

Deng's remarks appeared to 
cap an effort to patch up rela- 
tions that soured after 1983- 
under Takeshi ta’s predecessor. 
Yasuhiro Nakasone. over 
Japan's trade surplus, attempts 
by Japanese right-wing elements 
to absolve Japan of World War 
II-era atrocities in China and 
other irritants. 


After repeatedly criticising 
Japan until early this year, Chin- 
ese leaders have apparently 
decided to place priority on 
Japanese aid to their economic 
modernisation programme. 

During the meeting, Deng 
thanked Takeshita for the new 
loan package, yet urged Japan 
“to transfer more high-tech- 
nology items and investment to 
China,” the official Xinhua news 
agency reported. 

“These are even more impor- 
tant than granting loans,” Deng 
said. 

Chinese leaders have in tbe 
past expressed unhappiness with 
what they see as Japan's reluc- 
tance to commit business invest- 
ment and transfer vitally needed 
advanced technology to China. 

The Japanese government fur- 
ther restricted technology trans- 
fers last year after Toshiba 
Machine Co. was found to have 
illegally sold strategic tech- 
nology to the Soviet Union. 

Tokyo barred Toshiba from 
doing business with communist 
nations, including China, for a 
year, angering Chinese firms 
whose contracts with Toshiba 
were stalled. Japan has since 
agreed to find substitute sup- 
pliers for the Chinese. 

The Japanese hope to assuage 
investme nt worries with the sign- 
ing tomorrow of an investment 
protection treaty, designed to 
ease Japanese corporations’ 
complaints about doing business 
in China such as inadequate 
materials supply and 
bureaucracy. 


Indonesia and Saudis urged 
to step up economic ties 


JAKARTA, Aug 26. 
(OPECNA): Saudi Arabia's new 
ambassador to Indonesia Talaat 
Amin Hamdy has called on the 
two countries to strengthen 
economic co-operation and step 
up the volume of trade exchange. 

In an interview with thelndoc- 
esian National News Agency 
Antara here on Monday, he said 
that economic and trade co- 
operation between Indonesia 
and Saudi Arabia had so far been 
“very limited.” 

Goods 

He stressed that import and 
export of goods should be par- 
ticularly encouraged in order to 
increase the overall trade 
volume. 

Indonesian exports to Saudi 
Arabia have so far only reached a 
total of $200 million in value 
while imports from the kingdom 
have amounted to over 51 
billion. 

Hamdy said he was “convin- 
ced and optimistic” that the 
prospects for increasing bilateral 


relations “were very bright and 
for the benefit of both coun- 
tries.” 

He suggested that Saudi 
Arabian businessmen should be 
invited to invest in Indonesia to 
strengthen economic ties bet- 
ween tbe two countries. 

His proposal to promote 
bilateral co-operation had been 
welcomed by a number of high- 
ranking Indonesian officials, he 
added. 

I ndonesian exports to the kin- 
gdom currently include 
plywood, sawn timber, textiles 
and garments, recording tapes 
and foodstuff, while in return it 
receives crude oil and petro- 
chemical products from Saudi 
Arabia. 

Other Indonesian com- 
modities which could be expor- 
ted to Saudi Arabia include 
spices, tea, coffee, cocoa, rattan 
handicraft products, horticul- 
tural goods, glassware, rubber 
products, shrimps and medical

UK to tighten 
North Sea oil 
platform safety 

LONDON, Aug 26, (Reuter): 
Britain is to lighten offshore oil 
field safely following explosions 
last month on a North Sea plat- 
form which killed 167 men, the 
Department of Energy said 
today 

"Out of this disaster will come 
lessons which will have been lear- 
ned,” Peter Morrison, Minister 
of State for Energy, said. “The 
protection of lives is 
paramount." 

A spokesman said the ministry 
was asking all North Sea off- 
shore operators to present plans 
for emergency shut-off valves on 
underwa ter gas a nd oil pipelines. 

Further measures might be 
taken. Morrison said.

Explosions and fire destroyed 
the Piper Alpha platform 
operated by Los Angeles-based 
Occidental Petroleum Coro, on 
July 6. It was the worst offshore 
oil disaster on record and it took 
about a month to cap the 
wrecked platform's blazing 
wells.

NEW YORK. Aug 26, ( Reuter): 
US crude prices tumbled on 
Thursday after analysts in 
Europe and the United States 
said OPEC was stepping up oil 
production this month. 

In the spot market, WestTexas 
Intermedia te fe\] 35 cents a barrel 
to $15.30 for oil delivered in 
October. 

Demand 

Technical selling also helped 
push October crude oil futures 37 
cents lower to $15.3 1 a barrel — 
the biggest single-day decline in 
more than three weeks. 

“It was a total disaster.” said 
Naum an Baraka L, analyst at 
Shearson Lehman Hutton Inc. 
“OPEC production in August is 
‘around 19.5 million barrels per - 
day and Iran rejected the idea of 
quota parity with Iraq.” 


The market started on a weak 
footing after the Wall Street 
Journal quoted two European 
consulting firms as saying that 
OPEC was pumping at well over 
1 9 million BPD. The figure is far 
in excess of world demand for 
OPEC oil which, according to a 
recent Reuter survey, is around 
18.2 million BPD. 

“If inventories build much 
more, it could be serious," said 
Frank Knuettel, analyst at 
Prudential Bache Securities Inc.

White House sees $144b 
budget deficit in 1989 


WASHINGTON, Aug 26. 
(Reuter): The White House said 
yesterday the US budget deficit 
for the coming fiscal year 
remained low enough to avoid 
severe automatic spending cuts 
in most federal programmes in 
the run-up to the November elec- 
tions. 

But President Reagan warned 
that a spending spree by Con- 

§ css during September and 
ctober could still trigger 
across-the-board programme 
cuts during the government's 
year beginning on October 1 . 

The White House report on 
the federal budget outlook for 
the government’s year beginning 
on October 1 said the deficit 
would be $144 billion. 

Under the balanced budget 
law, across-the-board cuts 
would be triggered if the deficit 
exceeded S146 billion. 

Agreement 

Reagan urged Congress to 
abide by the terms of a Novem- 
ber 1987 budget agreement 
which set spending ceilings for 
both defence and social 
programmes. 

“If the Congress sticks to its 
word, it will not trigger 
automatic cuts that are damag- 
ing to essential programmes 
upon which the American people 
depend,” Reagan said in a stat- 
mement. 

The final decision on whether 
such cuts will be needed is to be 


made on October 1 5, some three 
weeks before the November 8 
presidential elections. 

Thursday's estimate of a $ 144 
billion shortfall between federal 
revenues and outlays compares 
to the previous estimate of $140 
billion, made on July 28. 
Spending 

The new estimate reflects spen- 
ding decisions made by Congress 
and signed into law by President 
Reagan since then. 

The White House cautioned 
that congressional bills that 
would add SI. 3 billion to 1989 
spending were already on the 
president's desk awaiting his sig- 
nature into law. 

One of these was the trade bill 
signed into law by Reagan on 
Tuesday. 

It said bills to come that would 
add any more than another $700 
million to 1989 spending would 
have to be offset by spending 
reductions ordered elsewhere in 
the budget. 

Trend 

The latest deficit report made 
no changes in earlier estimates of 
the performance of the US econ- 
omy in the months ahead. 

The latest deficit estimate 
would continued a downward 
trend in budgetary red ink that 
began m fiscal 1987. The deficit 
reached an all-time peak in fiscal 
1986 when it surpassed 5220 
billion.

US personal income up 
as spending surge slows 


WASHINGTON, Aug 26, (AP): 
Americans’ personal - incomes 
climbed a healthy 0.6 per cent in 
July while consumer spending 
slowed from its breakneck pace 
of the previous month, the gov- 
ernment reported today. 

The Commerce Department 
. said the increase in incomes mat- 
ched a 0.6 per cent rise in June 
and would have been even stron- 
ger except for a drop in govern- 
ment subsidy payments to far- 
mers. 

Slower 

Personal consumption spend- 
ing. which includes virtually 
everything except interest 
payments on debt, rose 0.5 per 
cent in July, less than half the 1. 1 
per cent in June. The report 
attributed much of the slowdown 
to a decline in sales of new cars. 

The slower consumer spend- 
ing was seen as good news for the 
economy because of worries that 
demand this year has been out- 


stripping the ability of factories 
to produce the goods, thus creat- 
ing rising inflationary pressures. 

The income gain looked par- 
ticularly impressive because the 
key component, wages and 
salaries, shot up 1 percentdaring 
the month, reflecting continued 
strong employment gains. 

This was offset somewhat by a 
$9-billion rate of decline for farm 
subsidy payments. Excluding 
these payments, which show 
extreme month-to-month 
volatility, personal incomes 
would have risen 0.8 per cent in 
July. 

Americans’ disposal, or after- 
tax incomes, rose 0.6 per cent in 
July, down only slightly from a 
0.7 per cent June increase. 

. With incomes rising slightly 
faster than spending, the per- 
sonal savings rate, savings as a 
percentage of disposal incomes, 
edged upto 4.3 per cent in July, 
compared to 4.2 per cent in June.

KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
were steady in a lacklustre 
market on’ Thursday, with 
reports of foreign banks seeking 
Treasury tolls to get around an 
interest ceiling. 

Dealers said they had seen tit- 
tle business in deposits, a situa- 
tion typical for the day before the 
Gulf Friday weekend.

Plan to build power plant 


ANKARA. Aug 26. (Reuter): 
Turkey and Iran hare agreed to 
build a power plant in eastern 
Turkey and share its output. 
Minister of Energy and Natural 
Resources Fahrettin Kurt said 
on Thursday. 

Kurt told reporters after a 
meeting with Iranian Oil Mtn- 
sterGhoIumreza Aqazadeh that 
-the power plant would run on 
Iranian natural gas to be carried 
by pipeline. 

Terms of financing, location, 
capacity and output share would 
be discussed later by joint com- 


mittees, Kurt said. 

Power tines linking Turkey 
and Iran would be laid before 
work began on the plant itself, he 
said. 

Aqazadeh said the project 
would be a turning point in econ- 
omic and trade relations between 
Turkey and Iran. 

Iran and Turkey have plans to 
bufld a crude oil pipeline from 
Ahvaz in southern Iran to bor- 
tyol on Turkey’s Mediterranean 
coast and are discussing co- 
operation in petrochemicals. 


VIENNA, Aug 26, (KUNA): 
OPEC Secretary-General Dr 
Subroto left for Kuwait today at 
the start of a Gulf tour that will 
also take him to Iran and Iraq to 
discuss how to overcome the oil 
market glut and bolster flagging 
oil prices. 

In Kuwait, Subroto, the for- 
mer Indonesian oil minister will 
discuss current world oil market 
developments with Kuwait's Ofl 
Minister Sheikh Alt Al Khalifa. 

Subroto 's Gulf tour is part of 
consultations with all OPEC 
countries prior to the organisa- 
tion's ministrial conference on 
Nov 25. 

In an interview with KUNA, 
Subroto called his visit to Kuwait 
“an appropriate lead” to his trips 
to Iran ana Iraq, two key OPEC 
producers. 

Hope 

He expressed hope that Iran 
and Iraq will resolve differences 
about outp 'i quotas now that 
they have started a ceasefire. 

Iraq had refused to adhere to 
its OPEC-decreed output share 
unless the share equalled Iran's 
2.4 million barrels per day. 

Both countries are expected to 
overproduce and adding to the 
current market glut as post-war 
reconstruction starts. 

Meanwhile, Subroto said the 
disagreement between Kuwait 
and Venezuela over the issue of 
condensates was being exag- 
gerated. 

In an exlusive interview with 
OPECNA, the secretary-general 
said the question of a definition 
of condensates was a general 
problem, rather than that of 
acrimony between the two 
OPEC member countries. 

He noted that the production

of condensates by OPEC coun- 
tries had been increasing contin- 
uously. 

“We should be in a position to 
control this continuous increase 
because, after all, condensates 
are substitutes for crude oiL” 
Subroto Said. 

Target 

He added that one target 
before the Oct 10 meeting of the 
technical experts would be to 
arrive at a definition of conden- 
sates which would be acceptable 
to all and which could be applied 
uniformly. 

Subroto had said in an 
interview last month that the 
experts had already bad an 
‘exhaustive discussion' of the 
technical terms. 

He would visit all the 20 coun- 
tries before the next ordinary 
meeting ofthe OPEC on Nov 21, 
he stated. 

Already, he has visited five 
OPEC countries — United Arab 
Emirates, Saudi Arabia. Indo- 


nesia. Venezuela and Ecuador — 
and two non-OPEC producers 
— Colombia and Mexico. 

He is yet to visit OPEC coun- 
tries Qatar. Algeria. Gabon. ]

Other non-OPEC states to be 
visited are Angola.

Subroto said a completion of

US steps up oil imports from Iraq 


NEW YORK, Aug 26, . 
(KUNA): The United States is 
stepping up its oil imports from 
Iraq, according to figures publi- 
shed yesterday by Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly (PIW), an 
industry publication. 

The weekly said imports from 
the Middle East averaged 1.7 
million barrels a day since early 
July, up from 1 .07 million barrets 
in early April, with most of the 
increase coming from Iraq. 

The increased supplies from 
the Middle East reflect height- 
ened competition among Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and Iraq for 
sales in the US, the weekly said. 

Importance

The United States imports 
one-third of its oil needs from the

Soviet reformers chip away 
at state banking monopoly 


MOSCOW, Aug 26, (Reuter): 
Soviet banking officials seeking 
to modernise a vital motor of 
Kremlin reform have announced 
the creation of the country’s first 
co-operative bank. 

This latest thrust at the state 
banking monopoly follows the 
recent formation of two com- 
mercial banks in Leningrad to 
provide credits and settlements 
of accounts for joint stock enter- 
prises. 

The co-operative bank. 
Soyuzbank. is based in the cen- 
tral Asian dty of Chimkent. U is 
registered with Gosbank, the 
Soviet state bank, and has an 
authorised capital of one million 
roubles ($1 .6 million). 

Permission 

Soyuzbank was given permis- 
sion to attract 20 million roubles 
(S33 million) in deposits and set 
its own interest rates. It will also 
pay dividends to its sharehol- 
ders. 

The bank was created after the 
chairmen of co-operative busi- 
nesses in Chimkent complained 
they were spending almost half 
their working days queuing 
fruitlessly at state banks for 
loans. 

Its chairman, B. Bektayev, 
told the government newspaper 
Izveslia on Thursday that, unlike 
state banks, his institution was 
interested in its clients and the 
use of credit. 


“And profits will depend on 
how the bank conducts its busi- 
ness,” he added. 

This is a radical departure 
from the old style ofbanking. Up 
to now. Soviet state enterprises 
have had no incentive to boost 
profits by cutting costs and rais- 
ing productivity, and the role of 
banking has been limited. . 

Gosbank has mainly overseen 
the performances of enterprises 
and subsidised their losses. 

Western analysis expected the 
role of banking to grow in the 
Soviet Union as the concept of 
enterprises as self-supporting 
units operating on a profit-and- 
ioss basis takes root under the 
economic reform plans of 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev. 

Bektayev said one of his 
bank's first loans was awarded to 
a co-operative which produced 
five tonnes of mushrooms a 
month but wanted to expand 
production fourfold and needed 
100.000 roubles ($160,000). 

“Taking into consideration 
the quick turnover of capital and 
the solid profitability (of the 
firm), it was derided to open the 
credit,” he said.

Becker crushes Arias on return 



Becker: proved his fitness 


JERICHO, N.Y., Aug 26, 
(Reuter): Boris Becker pronoun- 
ced himself fully fit alter a two- 
week rest for his battered feet and 
thrashed Jimmy Arias to prove 
his point in a first-round match 
at the 5190,000 Hamlet 
Challenge Cup yesterday. 

Becker, who pulled out of the 
Canadian Open after winning in 
Indianapolis earlier this month, 
took just 66 minutes to beat the 
unsettled American 6-4 6-2. 

Injured 

The West German, ranked 
fifth in the world, claimed there 
had been too much talk about his 
injured feet. 

“If T wasn’t 100 per cent I 
wouldn't be here," he said. 

Becker had only one shaky 
service game against Arias, who 
dropped in rankings to 1 39th 
since being sidelined with a 
shoulder injury. 

But Becker erased a 15-40 
deficit in the fourth game of the 
match and then romped to vic- 
tory to join second-seeded 
Ame rican Andre Agassi, fourth- 
seeded Yannick Noah of France 


and unseeded Jim Courier as 
other fust-round winners yes ter- 
day. 

The 18-year-old Courier, a 
former Orange Bowl and junior 
Italian Open champion, 
knocked off sixth-seeded Henri 
Leconte ofFrancc 7-6(8-6) 6-3 to 
advance. 

Agassi, fourth in the world, 
overcame early service problems 
to beat compatriot David Pate 6- 
7(5-7)6-46-4. 

Noah, ahead 2-1 in the third 
set when rain halted his match on . 
Wednesday, finished off 
Slobodan Zivojinovic of 
Yugoslavia. 6-3 6-7 (2-7) 6-3. 

Becker returned home to West 
Germany to have his sore feet 
examined and said the time oft 
was just what he needed. 

“I not only saw the doctor but 
I had a good rest for two weeks," 
he said. “When I got here on 
Saturday I was fresh and ready to 
play again. 

“Those two weeks were good 
for me." 

Becker broke Arias' service in 
the opening game and except for 


che fourth game when he had to 
rally on service, was never 
threatened. 

Arias gave the two-time Wim- 
bledon champion good marks 
but not a perfect rating. 

“He volleyed well and got to 
the net well, but from the baseline 
he could have been a little bet- 
ter.” Arias said. 

Becker acknowledged that he 
had misfired on some ground- 
strokes, but said: “For a first 
match after being away 1 thought 
I played well."

Defending champion Jonas B. 
Svensson, the seventh seed, 
saved a match point before win- 
ning the last three points of the 
third-set tiebreaker for a 6-2 1-6 
7-6 (8-6) victory over bis fellow- 
Swede Mikael Pemfors in the 
final match of the day.

Gardner needs

Graf and Swedes seek US Open win 


NEW YORK, Aug 26, ( Reuter): 
A slam-bang time may be in the 
offing as Steffi Graf and a slew of 
Swedes seek victory in the last of 
the tennis year's major cham- 
pionships — the rich and raucous 
US Open. 

Graf could wind up with the 
elusive Grand Slam, while the 
Swedes could collectively have 
the men's equivalent when all is 
done at the Open, which starts on 
Monday in the brash atmosphere 
of the National Tennis Centre in 
Flushing Meadow. 

Noisy crowds, low-flying jet 
planes, hustle and bustle and a 
general lack of genteel etiquette 
set this spectacle apart from the 
Australian. French and Wim- 
bledon Tests that precede. 

Strong 

But a contagious energy also 
marks the scene and the pace of 
New York City, whose skyline 
looms over die brim of Louis 
Armstrongstadium above centre 
court, is as strong here. 

Distractions aside, the pace 
should suit the women's 
favourite at the Open, which 
offers jnore than $4 million . in 
prize money. 

Graf, the precocious West 
German, seems always in a 
huny. Quick to fire a forehand 


down the line, lightning fast to 
find the angle to end a point, she 
is now eager to snatch the last 
jewel of the Grand Slam crown 
while still in her teens. 

Victory on these hard courts, 
and over the pledges of a 'Stop 
Steffi’ campaign by deposed 
queen Martina Navratilova, 
Chris Evert and Gabriela 
Sabatini, would put Grafs name 
alongside American Maureen 
Connolly (1953) and Australian 
Margaret Court (1970) as the 
only women to achieve the feat. 

While Graf, loser of just one 
set during a 26-match winning 
streak leading up to the Open, is 
the solid women's choice, the 
men's title seems up for grabs. 

Ivan Lendl is again top seed in 
his 'local' tournament in his 
adopted country. The Cze- 
choslovak, who lives luxuriously 
in nearby Greenwich, Connec- 
ticut, is guning for his fourth 
straight Open title — 
unprecedented in the men's open 
era. 

But Lendl has been off form 
this year. 

He has failed to reach the finals 


French Open quarterfinals on 
the red clay of Roland Garros. 

LendL who is dosing in on 
Jimmy Connors' record reign as 
world number one, has been 
hearing the footsteps of Swedes 
Mats Wilander and Stefan 
Edberg. 

Wilander, world number two. 
won the first two majors, and 
Edberg, now ranked third, foll- 
owed by winning Wimbledon. 

While Grafs accomplishment 
would certainly be more sig- 
nificant, the Swedish slam would 
also be a first.
